4. Explanation for animals classified under Item E : Hyperthermia was induced by intravenous 
administration of 2 pg/kg lipopolysaccharide (LPS) in 5 dogs, a well-established model of 
hyperthermia, used to test the validity of a temperature-sensing microchip. Increases in 
temperature were less than 1.5 °C (as measured by the microchip) above baseline or 104.5°F 
as measured by rectal temperature. The elevated temperature associated with LPS along 
with the gastrointestinal side effects may have resulted in more than momentary unrelieved 
pain or distress, and therefore these animals are listed in Column E. 

Why analgesics could not be used : The goal of the study was to elevate the core temperature 
in a controlled manner. Other procedures were attempted, such as exercising the dogs, but 
did not meet this goal. Administration of opioids or non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs to 
mitigate the side effects of LPS would reduce the febrile response, and not allow the 
researchers to achieve the study goals.

This is an in-vivo potency test required by USDA for release of licensed Tetanus Antitoxin (TAT). This is a toxin 
neutralization test that requires two guinea pigs each for controls and for each dilution. The two controls are 
injected subcutaneously with a 3 ml dose of the standard toxin-antitoxin mixture. Injections shall be made in the 
same order that toxin is added to the dilutions of antitoxins. These shall be observed parallel with the titration of 
one or more unknown antitoxins. Two test guinea pigs will be used for each dilution of the unknown antitoxin (also 
a 3 ml dose, subcutaneously). Controls are observed until they are down and are unable to rise or stand under their 
own power. At this time they are humanely euthanized and the time of death is recorded in hours. For a 
satisfactory test, the controls must reach this point with the clinical signs of tetanus within 24 hours of each other 
and within an overall time of 60 - 120 hours. The clinical signs to be observed are increased muscle tonus, 
curvature of the spine, asymmetry of the body outline when the resting animal is viewed from above, generalized 
spastic paralysis, particularly of the extensor muscles, inability to rise from the smooth surface when the animal is 
placed on its side, or any combination of these signs. If the control guinea pigs do not respond in this manner the 
entire test shall be repeated. Potency of an unknown antitoxin is determined by finding the mixture which will 
protect the test animal the same as the standard toxin-antitoxin mixture. Test animals dying sooner that the 
controls indicate the unit value selected in that dilution was not present, whereas those living longer indicate a 
greater value.

USDA/APHIS/CVB 9-CFR regulation 113.451 has been the mandated potency test for licensed Tetanus Antitoxin for 
many years. A Competitive ELISA (CVB SAM 216) was tried as a possible in-vitro replacement test, but correlation 
was not possible and CVB Notice No. 10-06 withdrew SAM 216 on June 16, 2010. There is currently no alternative 
test to the 9-CFR, 113.451 mandated test. The dilemma with this mandated in-vivo test is that the test relies solely 
on clinical signs of tetanus in relation to the standard controls as described above; in essence pain and suffering are 
components of the measured parameters of the test, and giving drugs to alter or help alleviate the clinical signs will 
affect the results (interpretation) of the test. This is not allowed by USDA under 9-CFR, 11 7.4(c). CSC's IACUC has 
determined that there is no practical way to intervene with pain medications during the tetanus antitoxin potency 
neutralization test without altering the clinical signs and thus altering the interpretation of the test, however, 
humane endpoints are addressed for all animals on test and humane euthanasia is performed once the clinical 
signs have reached the point that the study investigator can interpret the test and intervene according to 9-CFR, 
117.4(e). It should be noted that not all of the guinea pigs involved with this potency test develop clinical signs of 
disease and only those that do are considered Category E.

This is an in-vivo potency test required by USDA (9-CFR 113.106) for release of licensed Clostridium chauvoei 
bacterin. This test involves 8-10 vaccinated guinea pigs and 5 non-vaccinated controls. For a valid test, at least 
80% of the controls shall die within the 3-day post challenge and only one or less of the vaccinates can die. The 
guinea pigs are injected with live challenge culture. Clinical signs of disease usually appear within 24-48 hours post 
challenge in the controls. The clinical signs include lethargy, anorexia, stiffness with reluctance to move and sero- 
purulent discharge along with pain and swelling at the injection site. If the vaccine is not potent enough, death can 
appear in more than one of the vaccinates as well.

To date there is no acceptable USDA approved alternative in-vitro potency release test that is correlative with the 
in-vivo guinea pig challenge test. For this mandated test the time of death is established to be within 3 days post 
challenge. Giving the controls analgesics could potentially prolong the time of death and would thus render the 
test invalid (if controls lived beyond 3 days). This would require the test to be re-done using 15 more guinea 
pigs/serial. Also, giving vaccinates analgesics (if necessary) could potentially allow a serial to pass potency (by 
keeping the vaccinates alive) that would have otherwise failed due to low potency of the vaccine. This would have 
the consequence of releasing a serial of vaccine with inadequate potency. For these reasons, providing analgesics 
would also not be allowed according to 9-CFR 117.4(c).

This is an in-vivo potency test required by USDA (9-CFR 113.107) for release of licensed Clostridium haemolyticum 
bacterin. This test involves 8-10 vaccinated guinea pigs and 5 non-vaccinated controls. For a valid test, at least 
80% of the controls shall die within the 3-day post challenge and only one or less of the vaccinates can die. The 
guinea pigs are injected with live challenge culture. Clinical signs of disease usually appear within 24-48 hours post 
challenge in the controls. The clinical signs include lethargy, anorexia, stiffness with reluctance to move and sero- 
purulent discharge along with pain and swelling at the injection site. If the vaccine is not potent enough, death can 
appear in more than one of the vaccinates as well. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to 
determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For federally mandated testing, see 
Item 6 below) 

To date there is no acceptable USDA approved alternative in-vitro potency release test that is correlative with the 
in-vivo guinea pig challenge test. For this mandated test the time of death is established to be within 3 days post 
challenge. Giving the controls analgesics could potentially prolong the time of death and would thus render the 
test invalid (if controls lived beyond 3 days). This would require the test to be re-done using 15 more guinea 
pigs/serial. Also, giving vaccinates analgesics (if necessary) could potentially allow a serial to pass potency (by 
keeping the vaccinates alive) that would have otherwise failed due to low potency of the vaccine. This would have 
the consequence of releasing a serial of vaccine with inadequate potency. For these reasons, providing analgesics 
would also not be allowed according to 9-CFR 117.4(c). Colorado Serum Company has utilized the 9-CFR regulation

Use of hamsters for potency tests when developing Leptospira serovarsfor bacterin production has been the 
requirement by USDA/APHIS/CVB (9-CFR, 133.101-113.105) for many years. Ten vaccinated hamsters and 10 or 
more controls are challenged intraperitoneally (intra-abdominal) with a suspension of virulent Leptospira 
organisms. This applies to potency tests for Leptospira pomona, Leptospira icterohaemorrhagiae, Leptospira 
canicola and Leptospira grippotyphosa fractions. If 8 or more of the controls die from leptospirosis during the 14 
day post-challenge observation period, than the test is considered valid. 

5. Provide scientific justification why pain and/or distress could not be relieved. State methods or means used to 
determine that pain and/or distress relief would interfere with test results. (For Federally mandated testing, see 
Item 6 below) 

The hamster challenge potency tests for licensed Leptospira veterinary vaccines are federally mandated 
(USDA/APHIS/CVB 9-CFR, 113.101(c), 113.102(c), 113.103(c), 113.104(c)). Providing analgesia during the post 
challenge period could potentially affect the outcome of the potency test. All drugs are processed by the liver and 
kidneys and since these are two of the target organs of Leptospira organisms these organs would be diseased and 
then toxic levels of analgesic drugs could develop (due to the inability of the diseased liver and kidneys to process 
the drug) which could alter the time of death or even contribute to a death that might not otherwise occur- thus 
affecting the outcome of the potency test and possibly resulting in a falsely valid test. Treatments that can affect 
the outcome of a test are not allowed under 9-CFR 11 7.4(c). It should be noted that when hamsters reach a point 
where death can be expected, they are humanely euthanized under 9-CFR 117.4(e), whenever possible. 

In 2009 CVB came out with Notice no. 09-16 (regarding SAM's 624, 625, 626 and 627 for alternative Leptospira 
bacterin ELISA potency release testing). This allowed for Leptospira bacterins, that are labeled for use in cattle and 
swine (not dogs), to be potency tested with the CVB approved alternative in-vitro ELISA's without extensive host 
animal testing. The hope is that these ELISA tests can ultimately replace the hamster potency release tests. These 
ELISA's have proven to be very problematic and difficult to get to work and at the present time Colorado Serum 
Company is still actively working on getting these ELISA's (SAM's 624, 625, 626 and 627) to work with the goal of 
replacing the in-vivo hamster potency release tests with these ELISA's.

California Ground Squirrels (Spermophilus beecheyi) 

Fifty one wild California ground squirrels are being reported in column E of the Annual Report. 
These animals were used while conducting a field efficacy trial of a rodenticide in their natural 
habitat with death of the rodent as the end point. 

The research was based upon the USEPA Office of Pesticide Programs (Subdivision G:96-12, 
Rodenticides on Farm and Rangelands) protocol guidelines which do not allow for the use of 
anesthetics, analgesics, or tranquilizing drugs to relieve the pain. Animals displaying toxicosis were 
not euthanized. The USEPA policy on rodenticide testing (Attachment 1) forbids the use of 
pain-relieving drugs and premature euthanasia. Use of such drugs or procedures would negate the 
study. There are no alternatives available to this painful procedure. The only alternative to 
administration of a toxic product (which is intended to kill animals, and cause unavoidable pain in 
that process) is not to administer the toxic product. Poisonous substances cause tissue damage, 
which results in pain perception. One potential alternative is to develop products, which create 
unconsciousness or analgesia prior to death. However, information is not yet available to design 
such products, which would be effective for rodent control.

to state in writing and clarify the agency policy. Genesis Laboratories had been asked by APHIS, in 
2004, to provide more detailed information on why pain relievers were withheld and why death was 
used as an endpoint in pesticide efficacy studies. 


July 6, 2004: 


"The issue of euthanasia was not mentioned in the "current" version of the [Pesticide Assessment] 
Guidelines because it had not come into play with respect to efficacy testing protocols at that time. 
The Animal Welfare Act had been passed in the early I970’s but there was common understanding 
that it was not to intrude upon the integrity of the research. In efficacy studies involving toxicants, 
there must be a yes-or-no answer as to whether the poison killed the animal. 


The first instance that I remember encountering an efficacy protocol in which euthanasia was 
proposed happened in 1988. In that particular case, it appeared that the researchers were so intent 
on addressing euthanasia that they completely forgot what the research was about. In the course of 
reviewing that protocol, I drafted a response the gist of which was that the nature of the research 
was such that it was absolutely necessary to determine whether the poison killed the animal, that 
animals that recovered from having been poisoned with the rodenticide in question were not only 
likely to be the founders of the rebounding population but also would be behavioral ly resistant (i.e., 
bait shy) to any bait containing the compound used in the initial trial. (The compound in question 
was an acute rodenticide.) Those are extremely important things to know about a rodenticide. I may 
have added that evidence indicating that a rodenticide routinely causes suffering should be 
considered in determining its suitability for future research and use 

I currently am revising the Guidelines and plan to address the issue of euthanasia much as I did in 
1988, adding only that it would be permissible to euthanize seemingly moribund animals if not only 
the event of poison-caused death but also the time to death could be predicted with virtual certainty. 
This is a very tricky area] however. If we were to register a rodenticide based upon the results of 
laboratory and field trials in which eager-to-please personnel collected and dispatched every target 
rodent that they could get their hands on as soon as the animals appeared to be affected to any 
degree] we might wind up with a real turkey of a rodenticide on the market. A circumstance not quite 
so extreme but certainly affecting some of the results that were reported occurred a while back and 
was only discovered when one researcher decided to collect symptomatic animals and cage them to 
see whether they would recover or die. Many of them recovered. Ultimately, it was determined that 
the active ingredient concentration needed in baits was double that which was used in the original 
field testing. 


/ 
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If I received a report of a laboratory efficacy trial in which it were stated that animals were 
"humanely dispatched", 1 would reject the study flat out. Percent mortality is the dependent variable 
in those trials. Adding additional causes of mortality would render the study useless as efficacy 
research. 

In the case of the Genesis ground squirrel field trials to which you alluded, it seemed to me that field 
personnel may have been too eager to euthanatize animals. 1 recall a line in the report that said, in 
effect, that personnel dispatched every squirrel that they could catch but some "were able to slip 
down their burrows” (approximate quote) before they could be caught. Animals capable of slipping 
"down their burrows" would not seem to be moribund by anyone's definition, and l recall having 
responded to that. 

If it is decided that a candidate rodenticide causes so much pain that it should not be considered for 
further use, then animals on test should be euthanatized and the results should be written up, not so 
much as an efficacy study, but as research aborted for humane reasons. Apart from that, I see no 
proper role for analgesics in rodenticide research. Rodenticide efficacy trials basically are 
behavioral studies. The effects of the candidate compound must be assessed isolated from other 
factors which might distort the obsen’ations and, of course, the animal's viability and ability to make 
adaptive responses— such as slipping down a burrow. There is no way to sensibly use analgesics in 
field trials of rodenticide baits that would not be likely to interfere with behavior and viability. Even 
if the animals die after they "slip down their burrows", it is important that they are able to as where 
they die affects the determination of percent surface kill and the degree to which carcasses are 
available to nonfossorial scavengers and predators (such as avian raptors). 

When we attempt to impose human values on animals' circumstances, we risk deluding ourselves. In 
general, wild animals are all about survival and will do whatever it takes (even chewing off their 
own feet) to last as long as they can. (Tranquilizer tabs associated with leg-hold traps turned out to 
be a good idea because some animals were spared further, self-inflicted injuries on top of what the 
traps did to them. That, however, is a really exceptional case; and one which does symptoms which 
clearly look like distress, although humans exposed to the same compounds sometimes had little 
recollection of the experience. Some have suggested that anticoagulants) with their protracted times 
to death, "must" be inhumane. However, some humans who have bled severely internally (for one 
reason or another) have reported little or no discomfort and sought help only because of other
